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Comfort and Recorders 


HEN an outsider looks at the fleet operations of a haulier or 
W Cricensee an observation by the transport manager that the 

driver is an all-important element in the organization and that his 
drivers do a first-class job of work generally indicates good staff relations 
and efficiency Io the good driver, his job is a vocation and this attitude 
can be exploited to the advantage of both the driver and the company 

With the creation of motorways and other fast roads, greater 
responsibility devolves on the trunk driver. It is trite, but none the less 
true, to reflect that the standard he sets will influence the conduct of other 
road users, and may also be an important factor, in the years to come, 
affecting Government reaction to motorways 

So many pleas have been made over the years for improved driver 
comfort that repetition of the theme has tended to dull its importance in 
the minds of those who should be responsible for implementing it. There 
are still far too many vehicles on the road with cabs and controls that 
unnecessarily increase the strain of driving, and are a constant reminder 
to the driver that his personal welfare is of secondary consideration to 
the management 

An advocate of maximum driver comfort and convenience, 
Mr. J. W. W. Leah, a director of Alfreton Transport, Ltd. (whose 
activities are described on pages 870 to 873 of this issue), provides all 
modern amenities, including a fully adjustable driver’s seat and a heater, 
which he considers should be standard equipment. The most up-to-date 
type of fog-lamp is fitted to the vehicle, and particular attention is given 
to maintaining the efficiency of the headlights. Radio receivers are 
available at reduced cost. In criticism of the average cab, Mr. Leah 
considers that it does not give adequate leg- and elbow-room and does 
not allow enough space in the case of a forward-control vehicle for 
sufficient sound-insulating material to be applied to the engine cover 

Another strong advocate for the driver was featured last week 
Mr. K. C. Turner, the Traders Road Transport Association president, 
also stated he has a lot of time for his employees and their comfort and 
welfare 

[he particular significance of Mr. Leah’s regard for driver welfare is 
that all the vehicles in the long-distance fleet are equipped with 
performance recorders and that the drivers welcome recorders because 
they provide corroborative evidence of their expert handling of the 
vehicles. Here is proof that properly treated drivers will not necessarily 
resent these instruments 

Recorders are frequently unpopular with drivers because they regard 
their use as a personal reflection and as a means of “ spying ” on them by 
the employer. This may be so in isolated cases, but the example of 
Alfreton Transport and other responsible companies shows that regard 
for the driver as an all-important member of a team is not incompatible 
with the nominal restriction on his driving habits which a recorder 
imposes The motorways will, it is h yped, create a class of responsible 
driver whose status may develop to that of a specialist technician. The 
average standard which these drivers attain may largely be a function of 
the responsibility with which’ they are vested by the company’s 
management. 

The accurate logging of a vehicle’s movements in each section of the 
route, with or without the aid of a recorder, may well be essential to 
economical running. If the driver is given every facility which the 
vehicle maker and operator can provide, he 1s more likely to recognize 
that his own importance in the scheme of things is a function of precision 
thinking—-for which he needs every assistance available in the form of 
instruments and mechanical aids

Then, the dust of war having slightly subsided, back he 
came to what he describes as a great opportunity, the 
manager’s chair of Sheffield United Tours. For the first 
time in civilian life he surveyed his own domain and what 
he saw he liked Nobody who remembers those early 
post-war days of petrol rationing and other restrictions will 
think his task was an easy one.

Rates Anger

HE 10 per increase in rail 
charges for carrying fish, which 

British Railways have told Hull Fish 
Merchants Protection Association they 
propose introducing on August 1, may 
cost the railways more than £1 m. a year 
in dock business at Hull. The Hull fish 
merchants who, at present, send approxi 
mately 80,000 tons of fish a year to inland 
towns by rail, are now looking at the 
possibilities of road transport 

Mr. lan Class, president of the associa 
tion, said: “ The 10 per cent 
savage and we resent the manner in whi 
it has been imposed, without room bein 
left for negotiation or discussion 
present about 60 per cent. of the fish 
landed at Hull is transported from the 
port by rail. A 10 per cent. increase in rail 
charges will put more than £100,000 on 
the fish merchants’ annual transport bill.”

Distorted Picture 
of Road Transport 


OW hany hauliers, I wonder, listened to the recent 

“ Any Questions? ” programme on the radio when the 
old problem of controlled transport was raised? 

Panellist Christopher Mayhew’s views seemed more con 
cerned with theory than practice, but nevertheless the 
distorted idea put forward could have an unfortunate 
impression on the public. He stated that present transport 
policy is biased heavily against the railways, who have to 
pay for their own track upkeep, whereas the taxpayer in 
general pays for the roads. Apparently the fact that tax 
income from licensing and fuel is four times the expen 
diture on the roads seems to escape him 

Then shrewd Derbyshire educationalist Jack Longland 
complained of being impeded by heavy transport, saying 
that much more freight should go by rail in the “ Road- 
railers.” Even when mentioning this very name it did 
not occur to him that transport from rail depot to customer 
still had to be by road, invariably through congested town 
areas. In addition the Roadrailer trailers are very much 
in prototype form 

Surely then, a safe, prompt, door-to-door service by road 
cannot be equalled by the railways, a fact underlined by 
the increasing proportion of goods traffic (now more than 
hali) carried by road. The importance of the railways in 
the economy of the country is diminishing and will con 
tinue to do so.
